Notes; i. Standard newsprint licensed from ‘free resources’ will have to be imported by news¬ 
papers against contracts entered into with specific suppliers in foreign countries by 
State Trading Corporation of India Lrd. Since the suppliers do not entertain ordres 
in lots of less than 10-00 tonnes, newspapers with entitlement less than 10’00 tonnes 
will be granted a direct licence against the contracts entered into by the S.T.C. if 
they arrange Imports through an established importer and specify the same in the 
'J’ form. Otherwise, they Will be granted authorisation on S.T.C. of India Ltd. 

2. fa) Glazcd/Rotogravure newsprint will be allotted to periodicals who apply for the 

same specifically upto 40% of their entitlement as fixed under Remark V(a). After 
allowLng for the 30 per cent reduction as specified in Remark V(b) the remaining 
30 per cent of the entitlement will be released in unglazed newsprint. 

(b) To periodicals whose Glazed/Rotogravure entitlement Works out to more than 50 
tonnes, Glazed (60 gms) and Rotogravure (55 gms) Will be released in equal pro¬ 
portion. To periodicals Whose entitlement of Glazed/Rotogravure newsprint works 
out to less than lo-00 tonnes, an authorisation on State Trading Corporation of 
India Ltd., will be granted for obtaining supplies in 56 Cms (zz inches j un/ord 
76 Cms (30 I inches) size reels only. 

3. Allotment to all categories will be made in reels only, An additional quantity for con” 
Version of reels into sheets at the rate of 10% in respect of standard newsprint 
will be granted to newspapers With entitlement upto 25-00 tones. 

4. Since Nepa Mills are not in a position to despatch consignments of less than ten: 
tonnes, Nepa newsprint in lots of less than 10 tonnes vvill not be allotted. 
Allotments of smaller quantities may, however, he made to recipients who are- 
WilUng to take delivery of their quota at the Nepa Mills and arrange for its 
transport. 

5. On applications received after 1-10-1973, cuts will be made on entitlement as 
follows:— 

(i) appl'cations received upto 30-11-1973. 10%. 

fii) applications received beyond 30-11-1973 and upto 1-2-1974 . 20% 

(iii) applications receiv6d beyond 1-2-1974 and upto. 3 i' 3 -i 974 • . 40% 

VII. (a) Newsprint is allotted to each individual newspaper/periodical and the newspaper/ 
periodical is the recipient of the newsprint. Newspaper/periodical will not be per¬ 
mitted to adjust between them the quota allotted to each of them even when the 
publications are under the same ownership ^nd/or bear thq same title/name. 

(b) The authorised quota of newsprint allotted under this Policj' to a newspaper/' 
periodical may, however, be used for a new “edition” ,of |he sanje newspapec/f 
periodical and the newsprint, if so used, shall be accounted for separately. 

NOTP: For the above purpose an ‘edition’ is a newspapcr/pcrlodical which, irrespective 
of the place of ptibli(»tion bears the same name/title, is in the same languan and 
has tie same periodicity as the newspaper/periodical already being publisfieij by 
the same ownership/roanagement, and is a reprint/separate tun of the newspap/ftr/ 
periodical with variations dictated by the time-factor and to meet requirements of 
existing local readership and speedier distribution. 


■VIII. (a) Clearcncc regarding ataiiability of newsprint for new periodicals and'newspapers .— 
Publishers of new dally newspapers and periodicals Intending to appy for newsprint quota shall 
obtain clearance regarding availability of newsprint from the Registrar of Newspapers for India 
before commencing publication. Information as per pAnnexure III shall be furnished while 
applying for clearance under the Allocation Policy. 


(b) Hew Dailies .—In view of the shortage of newsprint, new daily newspapers will 
be allowed an initial quota wMch will be determined by the Registrar of Newspapers for India 
calculated on the baris of an average circulation upto 3,000 copies of 8 pages of standard size- 
(2540 Sq. Cm) per publishing day during the first four months, after commencement of 
publication. For the first four months. Imported newsprint from State Trading Corporation’^ 
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stocks will be released, provided the applicants execute bonds duly guaranteed by 
scheduled hanks, for 75% of the value applied for under Column 10 of Actual 
Uscra’ appheation (‘J’ form). The bonds, which arc intended to ensure that the 
imported newsprint thus granted is utilised for publishing the proposed news-papers, will 
be cancelled on production of documentary evidence to the satisfaction of tire Registrar 
of Newspapers for India or the Chief Controller of Imports and Exports to show that the news¬ 
print has been utilised for the publication of the newspapers concerned. After three months of 
regular publication, the new dailies will be required to produce evidence (Chartered Accoun¬ 
tant’s Certificate in the form given in Annexure II to this Public Notice) of the average circu¬ 
lation achieved and the average page-area and number of pages printed during the first 
three months, and their entitlement will be fixed on the average circulation actually achieved 
and the average number of pages and page-area actually printed in the first three months subject 
to a maximum of 15,000 copies of 8 pages of Standard size. 


(c) (New weeklies, Tri-weeklies, Bi-weeklies, Fortrtightlies and Monthlies) 

In view of the shortage of newsprint, new weeklies, tri-wceklies, bi-weeklies, fortnightUes 
and monthlies will he allowed intitial quota of newsprint which will be determined by 
the Registrar of Newspapers for India calculated on the basis of an average 
circulation of unto 3,000 copies of 8 pages of standard size (2540 Sq. Cms.), per publisliing 
day during the first four months after commencement of pubheation. For the first four 
months, imported newsprint will he released, provided the applicants execute bonds 
duly guaranteed by scheduled banks, for 75% of the value applied for under Col. to of Actual 
Users application ('J’ form). The bonds which arc intended to ensure that the imported newi print 
thus granted is utilised for publishing the proposed newspapers will be cancelled on production 
of documentary evidence to tlic satisfaction of the Rcristrar of Newspapers for India or the 
Chief Controller of Imports and Exports to show that the newsprint has been utilised tor the 
publication of the newspapers concerned. After three months of regular publication, the 
new weeklies, tri-wceklies, bi-wcekUes, fortnightlics and monthlies will be required to produce 
evidence 1 Chartered Accountant's Certificate in the form given in Annexure II to this Public 
Notice) to show the average circulation achieved and the avearge page area and the number of 
pages printed during the &8t three monthts, and their entitlement wUl be fixed on the average 
circulation actually achieved and the average number of pages and page-area actually printed 
in the first three months, subject to a maximum of 15,000 copies and 8 pages of standard size 
except fortnightlics and monthlies for wliich quota will be admissible upto a maximum of 15,000 
copies and 16 pages of standard size. 

(i) N» V Ptrioiicah (other than v^eeklies. Tri-weeklies, Bi-weeklies Frortnight/ies and Monthlies) 

In view of the shortage of newsprint no quota will be allotted to such peridiocals for the 
first three months. After three months of regular publication, publishers of such periodicals 
should submit an application, in Actual Users Form, along with information contained in Annexure 
III and a Chartered Accountant’s Certificate showing the average circulation achieved and the 
average page-area and number of pages printed during the first three months. Quota will be 
allotted to new periodicals for the rest of the licensing period for the average circulation acmally 
achieved and the average num' er of pages and page-area actually printed during the first three 
months subject 10 a maximu.n of 15,000 copies of 16 pages of standard size for these periodicals. 

(e) Existing newspapers which did not obtain clearance for the use of newsprint or licence. 

authorisation in 1972-73 will be treated as in para VIII (a), (b), (c) and (d) above/ 
However, the requirement of executing bonds duly guaranteed by scheduled banka 
will be waived in the case of those newspapers ^periodicals who arc born on tlie records 
of the Registrar of Newspapers for India and arc in regular publication since January 
1970 or earlier. 

(f) In the case of dailies and periodicals which commenced publication prior to i-4-r973 

and which are in receipt ol quota of newsprint less than the maximum admissible to 
a new daily periodical, the entitlement will be revised to the maximum admissible on 
production of documentary evidence to that effect. 

IX. The following categories of periodicals will not be entitled to th; allocation of newsprint 
not withstanding that they are classified as newspapers:— 

(a) Journals published primarily to promote sale of goods or services; 

(h) House journal s/magazines brought out by individualfirms'industrial concern; 

(c) Price lists and catalogues; 

(d) Publications intended for free distribution; 

(e) Fiction; 

(/) Racing Guides; 

(g) School'College magazines; and 

(fi) Teaching Journals Teaching guides. 
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X. If any newspaper pcriodicial had not fully utilised the quantity allocated in 1972-73-. 
including the additional quota allowed to commemorate the 25th year of Independence, the- 
imutiliscd quantity shall be adjusted from its entitlement for 1973-74. To enable the Registrar 
of Newspapers for India to determine the consumption of newsprint in 1972-73, the 
particulars (monthwiscj of circulation, pages, page-area and number of publishing days in 1972-73 
should be furnished by the newspapcr(s)/periodicalCs) in the form given in Annexures 
and IV to this Public Notice. The consumption in 1972-73 will be worked out on the actual 
number of days published in the period. The particulars furnished in Annexure II referred to 
above should be certified by the Chartered Accountant. The Chartcre ' Accountant’s 
Certificate need not be submitted where the circulation of a newspapcr/petiodical is less than. 
2,000 copies per publishing day. 

NOTE: Allotment obtained in 1972-73 under schemes for Export Promotion etc.. 

wiU also be taken into account for determining quantity ufilised/held in stock 
by the newspapers in 1972-73. For the purpose, information shall be furnished 
in Annexure IV to this Public Notice/Columns ii and 12 of Actual Users 
application (‘J’ form).

XII. Where the newspapers 'periodicals have not supplied copies of their issues stated, 
to be published in the year 1972-73, as required under Section iiB of the Press and Registration, 
of Books Act, 1867, read with Rule 5 of Registration of Newspapers (Central) Rules, 1956, the 
consumption worked out vide Remark X above, will be subjected to a cut as follows:—

XIII- Newspapers whose entitlement for newsprint is and who apply for a licence for 
less than forty tonnes per annum shall be exempted from payment of import licence application 
fee and production of Income-tax Verification Number. 

XIV- (a) If any Actual User is not in a position to import newsprint against the licence 
issued, the Actual User may apply, for a ‘Letter of Authority’ in favour of 
the party through whom it is desired to effect import, provided such party holds quota 
certificate (s) for newsprint or is the sole agent of the foreign suppliers. 

(b) Licences for glazed/rotogravure and standard newsprint will be issued on annual basis 
subject to the condition prescribed for annual licences in the Red Book for the year Apiil 73— 
March 74. These licetces will, however, be subject to the condition that they can be utilised 
only upto 5 o®{, of the quantity and value covered by them upto die 30th September, 1973. It 
will not be necessary for the actual users to return licences for glazed/rotogravure and standard 
newsprint for endorsement in respect of utilisation of the balance 50°o- Licences issued for 
standard and glazcd^roto^ravure newsprint for an annual entitlement upto Rs. 20,000/- in terms 
of value can be utilised m one lot at any time within their validity and will not be subject 
to tlic condition regarding utilisation of 5oj;o only upto 30 tlie September, 1973, 

XV. For the purpose of this Publice Notice, the Registrar of Newspapers for India may 
make such marginal adjusUnents in die distribution af Nepa and imported newsprint as may te 
necessary in the hght of Remarks VI and VIII (/).
